Chapter, Daughters of the American Revolution. 


At East Derry. 

Site of the first meetinghouse, on the Commo 
just nerth of the present church. Built in 1723, “Fifty 
feet in length, forty-five feet broad and so high as may 
be convenient for one set of gallerys.”’ 


The present church edifice was built in 1769. En- 
larged in 1824. Thoroughly remodeled in 1845 and 
again in 18883. 


Site of the first school house, on the Common 


hear the meetinghouse. Built of logs in 1723. Six- 


teen feet long and twelve feet wide. 


Site of Classical High School, on the Common 
near the Cemetery. Established 1793. 


On the same site Adams Female Academy was 
first opened in 1823. Endowed by Mr. Jacob Adams it 
was the first female academy incorporated in the 
State and among the first in the world. | 


Site of the first Post Office, on the north side‘of the 
main street on present F. J. Shepard place. Establish. 
ed September 30, 1795. Dr. Issac Thom was the first 
Postmaster, and kept the office in his Tavern after- 
wards known as Willey Tavern. 


The First Bank was in the brick building oppo 
site the Thom-Willey Tavern. Chartered in 1829 by 
the name of Derry Bank with a capital of one hundred 
thousand dollars. Alanson Tucker, Esq., was its first 
President and James Thom, Esq., its Cashier. This 
bank was the forerunner of the present Derry Nationa! 
Bank.

Sight of Holland’s Tavern, North of the present 
house of Mrs. Morse. | > 


; Barr’s Tavern, about two miles from the village, 
the present William Twing place. 


Site where first sermon was preached, at east end 
of Beaver Pond, Rev. James MacGregor preached hers 
the first sermon ever delivered in town, April twelfth, 
1719. 


Site of first Grist Mill, on brook flowing into Bea- 
ver Pond from the east. Established by Captain 
David Cargill before February 13th 1720. 


Site of the first framed house, on the Morrison 
farm about one mile from the village. Erected for 
Rev. Mr. MacGregor in 1728. Two stories in front and 
one in rear. As late as 1863 this house was standing 
and occupied as a dwelling. 


The Livermore, Prentice, Derby estate, about one 
mile south of the Village, now known as the Col]. Lane 
place. 


Hon. Samuel Livermore lived in a stone houses 
which stood opposite the present mansion. Hon. 
John Prentice who came after him built the main part _ 
of the present house in 1765. Hon Elias Hasket Derby 
and other eminent men later made their homes here 
Two Judges of the highest court in New Hampshire 
were born here, Arthur Livermore and Charles Dee. 
Lafayette was entertained here by Gen. Derby in 1824. 


Site of home of Justice McKeen, about a mile 
south of the Village in the “Double Range.’ After the 
Common Field McKeen’s was thé first lot laid out in 
the settlement. He was the Agent for the settlers in 
the selection of land for a township and was also the 
first magistrate commissioned in town. 


More than any other man Justice McKeen was the

Birthplace of General John Stark, the hero of Ben. 
nington, on the White farm. Marked with a granite 
tablet erected by the Daughters of the American Reyo- 


‘Intion in 1897. 


Birthplace of General George Reid, Revolutionary 
hero, on the hill beyond the schoolhouse. Gen. Reid 
afterwards lived on the present William Thwing place. 


The home of Dr. Sylvanus Brown, on the Turn- 
pike near the Windham line. For more than thirty 
years, 1840-70, Dr. Brown was a conspicuous and ec- 
centric .figure in Derry affairs. He left several be- 
quests for the benefit of the town. 


Ezekiel’s Pond west of the Turnpike. At an old 
Indian camping ground near this pond Hannah Dustin 
and her Indian captors rested the first night after the 
Haverhill massacre in 1789. 

At Derry Village. 


Horse Hill, between the Village and East Derry. 
Here the first settlers tied their horses on the day of 
their arrival, while they surveyed the territory around. 
The eleventh day of April, old style, 1719. 


Gregg’s Grist Mill, near the site of the present 
Hardy mill.. Built by Captain James Gregg in 1722

Site of the first town Pound. East of the mill 
on north side of road. 

The home of Mathew Thornton, Signer of the De- 
claration of Independence, in the center of the Village 
Marked by the Daughters of the American Revolution 
in 1809 with a boulder and bronze tablet. 


Home of Major John Pinkerton, founder of Pin- 
kerton Academy, in Aiken’s Range, near the railway 
crossing. 


The first store in town was opened by Major Pin- 
kerton about the year 1750. It was kept in a room in 
his dwelling house. 

Common Field, situated tbout a mile south of the 
‘Village, a few rods west of the old Cate house on the 
turnpike. It contained about two and a half acres. 


The first crops raised by the settlers were potatoes 
and flax. = 


West Running Brook, tributary to Beaver Brook, 
crossing the Turnpike near the Common Field. The 
first sixteen families settled on opposite sides of the 
brook in what is known as the Double Range: 


Boynton’s Tavern, on the Turnpike near the pres- 
ent Bodwell’s Corner. 


Site of old Toll Gates, on the Turnpike near 
Bodwell’s Corner. The Turnpike was built in 1806. 


In Londonderry. 


Site of first meeting house, near the present F. A. 
Hardy place. This building was begun in 1796, com- 
pleted 1780, taken down in 1845, removed to Mammoth 
Road and fitted up as a Town Hall. 


*Presbyterian Church, opposite Town Hall,. Built 
in 1837. 


*The Old Hill Graveyard, about a mile from the 
Derry line.

Marked with gran- 
ite tablet by Molly Reid Chapter, Daughters of the 
American Revolution, in 1899. 


White‘s Tavern, on the Mammoth road, in Nortli 
Londonderry. Built by Reuben White about 1820. 
Many noted people were entertained here including 

- Presidents Polk and Pierce and Daniel Webster. It 
was one of the places between Lowell and Concora 
where stage horses were kept and had accommoda- 
tions for fifty horses. 


Plummer’s Tavern, near the corner where the 
Nashua Road crosses the Mammoth. 


The mail was changed here. 


An old garrison formerly stood on the Plummer 
farm not far from the Tavern. 


At Windham. — 


 . “The first settlement was southeast of Cobbett's 
Pond on the highest elevation of Copp’s Hill. First 
house built here by John Waddell not far from 1721. 

Site of First meetinghouse, on hill south of Cob- 
bett’s Pond. This house was begun 1753 but not fini- 
shed until 1772.

A new meetinghouse was built near the center of 
the town in 1798. This is now the Town Hall. The 
present Church was built in 1834. 


*The first cemetery was the Old Cemetery on the 
Plain. The first burial was David, son of Elizabeth 
(Kyle) Gregg in March 1749. 


The second Cemetery was on the Hill near the 
first meetinghouse. The first burial here was William 
Bolton, died April 22, 1759. After the church was re: 
moved the place upon which it had stood was occu- 
pied. The scholarly and eccentric Rev. Simon Wil- 

_liams reposes beneath the spot where his pulpit stoo* 
and Mr. Samuel Senter lies beneath his pew in the old 
Church. 


Indian Rock on the highway between John H. 
Dinsmore’s and the Meetinghouse, rises some five 
feet above the ground. On the top is a circular hole, 
in which tradition says that Indians used to pound 
their corn. | 


Butterfield’s Rock, near a cross road about one 
and a half mles from the center of town. A _ large 
boulder of granite about twenty feet in height, resting 
like an inverted cone on an outcropping surface of 
mica slate. 


Site near Golden’s Brook, where John Gregg aged 
fourteen years was killed by Indians about 1721. The 
only recorded instance of Indian attrocity within the 
limits of the colony. | 


Birthplace of the elder Governor Samuel Dinsmoor 
in the easterly part of the town, on Jenny’s Hill. This 
hill was so called for Miss Jenny, daughter of Rev. 
James MacGregor of Londonderry. 


Home of Robert Dinsmoor, the “‘Rustic Bard,” 
and brother of the elder Gov. Dinsmoor, was. on 
Dinsmoor Hill in close proximity to Jenny’s Hill. 


*Not marked. 


In the old East Derry Cemetery the Cemetery 
Association have located and marked the graves of six 
of the original settlers.
